The overllowing of un- 
redeemable notes as well aa bad 
Sliver and copper co ine 
eficiency of communication and 
transportotion systems, the un- 
safety of travelling, the ever- 
increase of prices and the like all 
contribute towards the causes of 
Poverty. and. social upheaval. 
The relation between a nation and 
its provinees resembles that of the 
trunk and the brasiches of a tree 
The soundness of. provincial 
finance Is the basis of the sound- 
ness of national finance. We as 
people of the country should pay 
Retention not only to the financial 
Affairs of the Central Government 
but also'to those of the provinces. 
Tt is important that we sbould 
pay attention to the receipts, ex: 
penditure and. indebtedness of 
the Central” Government; it is 
Sti more important that we pay 
Attention to the problems of ew 
Feney and transportation. system 
of the provinces, We should deal 
with these preblems without par- 
tisanship, without prejudice ‘and 
without fear. “We should pass 
fair and sound judgment’ upon 


the same.

‘The people of Fatshan, a- city 

ten miles_west of Canton, after 
having closed their shops for five 
days as a protest against further 
taxation, finally ressumed bus 
neess on’April 16, upon assurance 
that the new imposts would not 
be emforced. This city, with. a 
population of nearly 500,000, was 
occupied by Yunnanese mercenar- 
ies in January, 1928, nnd it has 
remained a Yunnaneso spoil of 
wew ever since. ‘Tho other day the 
transportation companies and 
shipowners operating at Fatshan 
Were ordered to make an oxtra 
charge of 30 per cent, on their 
freight and passenger rates and 
to-turn the additional proceeds 
over to the Yunnanese command- 
ers. 
Gwing to the prevalence of 
piracy along the West River aod 
the extension of commandecring 
by troops from steam launches to 
small junks, very. little business 
is being done, and the refusal of 
the ship-owners to pay tho further 
tax was early this woek support- 
ed by al} merchants. in Fatshan, 
they having gone as far as to stop 
shipments altogother as a protest 
against the many now taxes, 

“Tho merchants in Canton, how- 
ever, may be unable to avoid the 
20 per cent, increase in rates for 
their transportation, In Can- 
ton tho tariffs of both the Can- 
fon-Samaini, and, the Centon, 

lankow tung Section) 
Railways have been more than 
once increased, tho present rate 
being from 44’ to 59. per. cent. 
higher than a year ago, in order 
to provide funds for the war. 

A-TAX OW RELIGION. 

Amoing the new taxes proposed 
this week is one of 30 per cont. 
on sums paid to priests for 

ayers for the living or for the 
lead. ‘Tho pro Taw also 
provides for a licence fee of $30 
yearly from every priest holding 
religious sorvices for tho people. 
Tt is not believed, however, that 
the proposed tax can. be enforced, 
as it would greatly burden the 
‘mass of tho people. They would 
have to spend $190 in the future 
for every dollar ‘they spond now 
for their worship in old style 
temples or in ceremonials where 
a priest is necessary. Many peo- 
ple fear that the priests. would 

on strike upon enforcement of 
the proposed new tax, bringing 
misery and discomfort to many 
persons.

So far from 
British makers taking advantage}

the excellence of British cars is 
second to none. Why take of| 
the duty, especially when manu 
facturers say that to do so will 
mean the dismissal of hundreds} 
of workers? ‘To meet this dan- 
ger. We are told that the duty is 
to be continned until Angust 1, 
‘though there is no explanation 
as to what the effect of this post 
ponement will be. ‘The Gov- 
ernment, which has lately ob- 
tained powers to lay down five 
cruisers in order to provide work!
